Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments regarding the drawings filed on June 13, 2005 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. The applicant has indicated that proper support is in the 
drawings because the claimed features in question are depicted in the issued parent applications 
and therefore provide support for the claimed features. The examiner notes with appreciation 
that the remarks even refer to MPEP 2163.07(b). Specifically 2163.07(b) addresses 
incorporation by reference. Incorporation by reference is acceptable for the written specification 
such that the information is not required to be repeated in the present application in this specific 
instance. However, MPEP 2163.07(b) specifically addresses the text of an application and is 
silent as to the drawings. While the subject matter disclosed in the drawings of a reference 
incorporated by reference into an application will not constitute new matter, they are not the 
drawings of the pending application. Furthermore 37 CFR (a) recites: "The drawing in a 
nonprovisional application must show every feature of the invention specified in the claims." 
The drawings referred to in the applicant's remarks are drawings in a parent application which 
are incorporated by reference. They are not drawings in the present application which is reciting 
the claimed subject matter.
